The  permits  to  ship  these  out  has  "been  applied  for  but  knowing  the  local  pace  the 
sherds  will  not  reach  their  destination  much  before  the  end  of  the  year.  It  would 
be  great  if  you  could  find  some  fairly  close  resemblances  between  your  early  material 
and  ours  in  Guatemala.  I  have  always  leaned  towards  the  theory  that  the  earliest 
cultures  in  MesoamericA  passed  through  that  general  Parnco  area  but  were  they  on  a 
sedentary  ceramic  producing  level?  I  have  great  hopes  for  the  carbon  14  dating  to 
straighten  us  out  on  some  of  the  problems  of  cultural  transmission  in  the  Americas. 
Should  we  find  relatively  high  cultures  flourishing  in  the  Americas  three  or  four 
thousand  years  ago  the  Trans-Pacific  Transport  Company  must  have  gotten  under  way 
pretty  early. 

Hope  you  received  the  second  number  of  the  local  museum  bulletin  and  a  Unlfruitco 
magazine  which  I  sent  you  some  time  ago.  The  only  address  I  hatA  was  the  University 
of  Michigan,  hoping  that  they  would  forward  them  to  you.

All  our  thanks  again  both  for  your  formal  talk 
on  the  current  status*  of  the  Iroquois  problem,  at  our  annual 
meeting  yesterday,  and  for  the  even  more  valuable  informal 
discussion  which  has  gone  on  with  the  local  group  during  your 
few  days  here*  I  think  a  spark  has  been  struck  which  will 
set  fire  to  some  serious  work  on  the  Mohawk  end  of  your  problem* 

The  main  purpose  of  this  letter  is  to  confirm  in 
black  and  white  our  Chapters  order  for  100  copies  of  your 
forthcoming  report  on  " Iroquois  Pottery  Types"*  We  will  sehd 
this  to  all  our  members,  and  give  it  to  new  members  while  the 
supply  lasts*  This  report  is  going  to  be  a  cornerstone,  with 
your  and  Bill  Ritchie »s  paper  on  the  pre-Iroquoian  pottery,  of 
the  new  structure  which  is  gradually  taking  shape  in  New  York 
and  indeed  the  northeast*  It  may  be  a  point  of  departure  for 
more  detailed  work  on  the  various  tribes,  by  us  and  others  in 
the  area,  but  it  will  continue  to  be  of  fundamental  importance. 

I  hope  that  the  Museum  is  printing  an  adequate  edition  to  meet 
the  probable  demand.  I  suggest  that  if  the  size  of  the  edition 
has  not  been  se/it,  you  find  out  from  Charley  Wray  whether  Morgan 
Chapter  does  not  also  want  a  supply  for  its  members.  The  new 
Mid-Hudson  Chapter  may  also  be  Interested,  since  their  late 
Algonkian  pottery  should  tie  into  the  Iroquoian  series. 

Can  you  send  us  a  price  list  of  National  Museum 
publications  in  anthropology  and  archeology  to  date?  We  need  to 
keep  in  touch  with  your  work  up  there* 

When  the  reports  are  ready  you  can  bill  me  here,  or 
send  it  to  our  new  Secretary,  Wayne  S.  Arnold,  19  Stanwix  Street, 


Work  Laboratory  and  Exhibit  Rooms  — -  Schenectady  Museum 
37  Steuben  Street,  Schenectady,  New  York 
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Albany,  New  York.  Or,  if  the  Museum  prefers  payment  in  advance, 
you  can  inform  us  as  soon  as  the  price  has  been  established.  The 
bulletins  should  also  go  to  Arnold,  who  will  mail  them  out. 

I  have  a  feeling  that  you  are  going  to  wind  up 
convincing  even  the  Indians  themselves  that  the  ” traditions”  they 
have  read  in  the  various  19th  century  local  histories  are  w>ong, 
and  that  they  have  a  long  and  honorable  tradition  of  cultural 
growth  behind  them. 

I  believe  you  left  a  copy  of  your  Iroquoian  trait 
list  with  the  boys  in  Fonda.  I  don’t  know  whether  you  are  saving 
this  for  future  use  or  including  it  in  the  forthcoming  report.  If 
it  will  not  be  jumpiing  the  gun,  can  we  mimeograph  it  (with  due 
credit)  and  distribute  it  to  our  members  and  other  collectors  as  a 
basic  check-list  against  which  they  can  compare  their  own  collections? 
Lack  of  such  a  list  -  and  of  enough  experience  to  compile  one  -  was 
the  main  thing  that  stalled  our  issuing  a  bulletin  on  the  Mohawk 
aspect  of  the  problem  before  this. 

Incidentally,  if  Cayadutta,  Garoga,  and  Otstungo 
form  a  chronological  sequence  it  appears  that  the  pattern  of  three 
clan  castles  did  not  develop  among  the  Mohawks  until  later  -  or 
else  that  we  have  missed  some  major  early  sites. 

All  good  luck  in  your  expedition  to  the  home  of  the 
anthropophagous  insects  and  insectivorous  fish.  Let  us  hope  it 
also  broadens  the  foundation  under  our  knowledge  of  the  earlier 
occupation  of  the  north  country.  And,  by  the  way,  do  you  know  of 
other  Canadian  institutions  whose  publications  we  should  follow?

Would  there  be 
any  real  value  in  it,  beyond  showing  similarities  and  differences  ? 
Personally  I  prefer  to  handle  single  reports,  and  I  think  that  this  is 
the  best  form  for  future  use  of  site  reports,  when  one  is  analysing 
newly  dug  material,  and  trying  to  find  its  culture  niche.

A  quantity  of  charred  corn  consisting  of  five  segments  of  corn  cobs  snd^ 
ifeveral  very"  small  fragments  of  cobs,  and  five  corn  kernels  and  a  number  of 
fragments  of  kernels. 

The  cobs  vary  in  length  from  1.9  cms.  to  4.3  cms.,  but  none  of  tnem  seem 
to  be  anywhere  near  the  original  length  of  the  ears.  Four  of  tne  cobs  had 
g  rows  of  kernels,  and  the  other  had  10  rows.  The  cobs  vary  in  diameter  from 
1.1  cms  to  1.7  cms.  All  exhibit  definite  tendency  toward  pairing  of  the  rows, 
and  two  of  the  g-row  cobs  are  more  or  less  quadrangular  in  cross-section. 

The  kernels  are  large  and  roughly  ere scent -shaped.  They  average  about 
10  mms.  in  width,  about  6.5  mms.  in  length,  and  about  7  oms.  in  thickness. 

This  corn  is  of  the  type  called  the  "Eastern  Complex"  which  is  the  predominant 
tyne  of  corn  in  sites  east  of  the  Rocky  Mountains.

Dear  Scotty: 

We  are  trying  to  clean  up  a  few  loose  ends  and  toward  this  purpose 
have  typed  up  a  couple  of  reports  on  ethnobotanical  materials  which  you  have 
submitted  to  us.  As  we  retain  copies  of  these  reports  for  our  permanent  record, 
these  may  have  been  written  up  in  more  detail  than  is  needed  for  your  purposes. 

I  offer  the  following  tMML  toward  simnlification. 

The  Seed  Site  corn  is  pretty  typically  "Eastern  Complex"  and  is  not 
very  different  from  the  Davis  Site  corn.  This  Eastern  Complex  stuff  presumably 
came  up  from  Guatemala,  along  the  east  coast  of  Mexico  and  appears  in  the  Caddo 
area  in  early  Davis  Site  times  (whenever  that  was).  It  is  found  throughout  the 
East  in  Mississippi  times  and  has  been  found  in  innumerable  sites.  What  was 
present  earlier  is  very  vague,  except  for  a  little  Hohokam  -  Basket  Maker  type 
corn  in  caves  in  Ohio  and  the  Ozark  Bluff  Dwellings.  The  Eastern  Complex  was 
in  the  Rev  York  and  Michigan  area  by  Owasco  times.  It  is  found  as  the  major 
ethnological  type  among  the  Iroquois  and  Upper  Missouri  tribes.  All  this  is 
in  my  apoendix  to  Iirieger’s  Davis  Site  report  (Memoir  5)» 

The  Tamaulipas  corn  would  fall  into  what  I  called  the  Hohokam  - 
Basket  Maker  Complex  in  the  above  appendix.  It  is  rather  typically  like  the 
corn  found  in  most  (not  all)  early  Basket  Maker  sites.  Anderson  derives  this 
from  western  Mexico  as  corn  most  like  it  is  found  there.  The  corn  from  Bat 
Cave  which  Anderson  refers  to  is  that  discussed  in  P.C.  Mangelsdorf  and  C.  Earle 
Smith  "Rev;  Archaeological  Evidence  on  Evolution  in  Maize"  Botanical  Museum  of 
Harvard  University,  Botanical  Museum  Leaflets,  vol.  13,  no.  2,  19^+9 •  -heir 
earliest  corn  there  was  a  rather  "pure"  corn  with  distinctly  pod  com  characters. 
In  the  middle  and  later  levels,  it  becomes  less  "pure"  and  has  some  teosinte 
mixture.  Anderson  considers  your  corn  very  like  their  middle  and  later  stuff. 

It  would  therefore  seem  to  have  some  respectable  antiquity  -  judging  by  type 
alone  -  as  the  Bat  Cave  com  is  presumably  the  earliest  in  the  Southwest. 

The  top  levels  in  Bat  Cave  contain  Mogollon  pottery  and  are  dated  as  about 
500  A.D.  to  1000  A. D«  The  middle  level  would,  of  course,  be  earlier.  —  - 

Just  what  this  type  of  corn  means  by  occurring  in  Tamaulipas  is 
not  clear.  It  should  not  have  been  there  if  it  is  a  western  Mexican  type.  Two 
possibilities  occur  to  me  (l)  that  this  was  an  early  generally  distributed  type 
of  corn  which  may  have  occurred  widely  over  Rorth  America  but  has  previously 
been  found  only  in  western  areas  where  preservation  conditions  were  better 
(?)  that  it  might  hove  spread  southeast’ra,rd  to  Tamaulipas  from  the  Southwest. 
Somewhat  similar  corn  is  found  in  the  Ozark  Bluff  Dwellings  and  Ohio  Caves. 

Is  this  a  d.iffusion  eastward  from  the  Southwest,  or  a.  diffusion  northward  from 
Tamaulipas  ?  You  figure  it  out. 

Anderson  still  has  your  Tamaulipas  corn  and  I  presume  is  taking 
good  care  of  it.  I  will  try  to  pry  it  loose  from  him  when  I  next  write  to  him. 


Sorry  that  I  did  not  get  up  to  the  dig  recently  and  see  you.  I 
had  planned  to  drive  up  but  the  weather  was  so  lousy.

A  corn  cob  10. 5  cms.in  length,  2.4  in  greatest  diameter,  2,2  in  least 
diameter,  shank  .9  cms.  in  diameter.  The  cob  had  10  rows  of  kernels  originally. 
A  few  shrunken  more  or  less  distorted  kernels  are  still  attached.  These  are 
brownish  in  color,  but  probably  from  a-ging  and  the  original  kernel  color  is 
not  evident.  There  is  a  rather  strong  tendency  toward  spiralling  of  the  rows. 
The  cob  is  slightly  flattened  or  elliptical  in  cross-section.  The  glumes  are 
prominent  and  it  appears  that  the  kernels  were  removed  in  the  immature  or 
"green  corn"  (roasting  ear)  stage.

A  com  cob  10  cms.  in  length,  2.1  cms.  in  greatest  mid-cob  diameter,  1*9  cms.  in 
least  mid-cob  diameter.  The  shank  is  not  present.  The  cob  originally  had  3  rows 
of  kernels.  The  cob  is  like  no.  35^3  nbo^re  in  all  other  respects. 


Lab.  no.  35 83 

A  cob  9.7  cms.  long,  1.6  cms.  in  greatest  mid-cob  diameter,  1.5  cms.  in  least 
mid-cob  diameter.  The  shank  is  • 8  cms.  in  diameter.  This  is  very  much  like  the 
two  cobs  discussed  above  but  somewhat  smaller.  The  elliptical  cross-section  of 
the  cob  is  less  pronounced.  In  other  respects  it  is  like  the  two  above. 


Lab.  no.  35^6 

A  portion  of  a  corn  cob  3*7  cms.  in  length,  representing  the  tip  of  the  ear  and 
apparently  far  from  complete.  It  is  1.6  cms.  in  greatest  diameter  and  1.4  cms. 
in  least  diameter,  thus  it  is  somewhat  elliptical  in  cross-section.  There  is  no 
shank,  as  the  butt  end  of  the  cob  is  not  present.  The  ear  originally  had  10  rows 

of  kernels.  There  is  a  slight  tendency  toward  pairing  of  the  rows.  This  cob 

segment  has  been  affected  by  fire.  It  has  no  kernels  attached,  and  it  is  not 

evident  whether  or  not  it  was  gathered  in  the  immature  stage. 


Lab.  no.  3537 

A  cord  with  which  the  four  cobs  were  tied  together.  The  cord  is  very  brittle  and 
breaks  readily  on  handling.  The  cord  is  formed  by  braiding  together  four  separate 
strands.  The  individual  strands  are  each  formed  by  twisting  together  fiber  bundles 
in  a  counter-clockwise  direction,  probably  by  rolling  on  the  thigh  under 

the  palm  of  the  hand.  The  cord  is  constructed  of  very  coarse  bundles  of  fibers, 
with  a  very  peculiar  and  unfamiliar  fiber  structure.  We  have  not  yet  been  able 
to  identify  the  fibers. 


Summary  of  the  com 

These  cobs  are  from  ears  of  rather  small  size,  none  of  the  cobs  is  over  10. 5  cms. 
long.  There  is  a  tendency  toward  elliptical  cross-section  of  the  cob.  The  glumes 
are  rather  prominent.  The  cobs  round  off  at  the  butt  and  have  a  very  narrow  shank. 
Some  tendency  to  irregularity  and  spiralling  of  the  rows  is  evident. 

The  kernels  of  the  cobs  were  mostly  removed  in  the  immature  stage,  doubtless  for 
eating  in  the  milk  stage  or  as  roasting  ears.  A  few  of  the  kernels  remain  on  the 
cobs  but  are  somewhat  distorted  and  their  form  not  very  evident.  They  seems  to 
have  been  about  7  mms.  vide,  about  6  mms.  long,  end  2  to  3  mms.  thick.  The  form 
seems  to  have  been  wedge-shaped  to  globular.  The  kernels  are  now  rather  brownish 
in  color,  but  this  seems  to  be  due  to  aging.  The  original  color  is  not  evident 
end  if  picked  in  the  immature  stage,  the  kernel  color  would  not  have  been  developed. 

This  corn  was  sent  to  Lr.  Edgar  Anderson  of  the  Missotiri  Botanical  Garden  who 
wrote  concerning  it  (letter  to  Volney  H.  Jones,  April  5*  1949): 

"These  are  like  the  early,  thin  8  and  10  rows  from  the  U. S.  Southwest.  Mote 
that  they  have  tough  but  slender  shanks  and  there  is  not  the  slightest  indi¬ 
cation  of  any  enlarged  base  on  any  of  the  ears.  The  glumes  seem  to  be  promin¬ 
ent;  I  think  some  of  them  must  be  pod  corn  intermediate  alleles.  These  are 
similar  to  what  P.C.  Mangel sdorf  apparently  got  in  the  middle  and  upper  levels 
at  Bat  Cave,  iee.  after  teosinte  had  crossed  into  his  original  stuff." 

This  corn  from  Tema.ulipe,s  would  be  classified  with  the  "Hohokaro  -  Basket  Maker 
Complex"  and  compares  closely  with  the  early  Basket  Maker  corn  from  Southwestern 
sites.

Many  thanks  for  your  letter  of  March  13th  and  for  your  valuable 
comments  concerning  my  paper  on  Connecticut  pottery.  I  am  also 
grateful  for  liaving  the  opportunity  to  look  over  your  sections 
of  the  Cole  volume  article  on  Connecticut  and  Long  Island.  I 
have  read  them  with  interest  and  am  sending  them  on  to  Carlyle 
Smith  for  further  comments  as  you  suggest. 

You  are  probably  right  about  your  suggestions  for  changing  the 
chart  in  my  paper  and  I  will  adopt  them  in  the  future.  However, 

I  do  not  feel  that  I  can  do  so  in  the  present  paper  because  it 
depends  upon  the  companion  one  by  Smith, which  uses  the  chrono¬ 
logical  system.  I  think  it  better  that  our  two  papers  be  kept 
consistent  in  this  respect  and  that  the  change  be  made  in  the 
future.  I  have,  however,  made  the  other  changes  which  you  sug¬ 
gest. 

Your  paper  for  the  Cole  volume  seems  to  me  very  good  and  I  am 
able  to  make  only  a  few  minor  suggestions  in  regard  to  details. 

On  page  50  you  state  that  the  North  Beach  focus  is  limited  to 
coastal  Connecticut.  You  should  add  the  interior  as  well, as  the 
Basto  site  is  practically  on  the  Massachusetts  line.  ^ ^ .  5-^ 

On  page  52  1  would  suggest  adding  to  your  statement  concerning 
the  relationships  of  Bowmans  Brook  sites  the  Abbott's  Farm  site 
in  New  Jersey.  Witthoft  has  emphasized  the  latter  in  his  state¬ 
ments  to  me. 

On  page  56, if  you  like,  you  can  add  Connecticut  to  the  distribu¬ 
tion  of  Orient  focus  sites.  I  have  just  discovered  two  collec¬ 
tions  in  tiie  Yale  leabody  Museum--  one  from  the  Eagle  Hill  site 
and  the  o tiier  from  near  New  Haven--  which  look  to  me  like  pure 
Orient,  although  the  data  concerning  the  positions  in  which  they 
were  f ound  inadequate.  If  you  would  like  to  use  these  finds, 

I  will  be  glad  to  send  you  the  details  concerning  them. 

On  page  57,  in  connection  with  the  Sebonac  focus,  I  would  suggest 
adding  to  the  Niantic  the  phrase  "and  related  groups"  since  the 
Niantic  are  only  one  of  a  number  of  groups  of  Indians  in  Connecti¬ 
cut  who  can  be  associated  with  the  Sebonac  focus.

Dear  Aboriginal: 

Kelley  finished  with  your  manuscript  last  week  sometime  and  handed 
it  to  me,  but  I  have  just  finished  working  on  it.  So  don’t  blame  him  if 
it  is  a  little  late.  It  took  quite  a  bit  of  thought  to  write  down  my 
particular  criticisms,  and  I  hope  I  have  not  pressed  them  too  far.  If 
you  didn't  know  it  already,  both  Kelley  and  myself  are  the  two  worst 
critics  in  the  country,  and  both  of  us  take  the  author's  word  for  it  that 
he  really  wants  criticism. 

If  I  know  you  as  well  as  I  think  I  do,  you  can  take  it  with  the 
realization  that  it  is  all  meant  well  and  that  we  are  sincerely  trying 
to  help  you  for  the  good  of  yourself  and  the  value  of  the  paper.  Most 
of  what  we  remarked  on  consisted  of  small  errors  in  which  you  either  made 
a  slip  or  got  some  items  mixed.  They  look  like  a  lot  the  way  we  have 
scribbled  on  the  margins,  etc.  but  actually  are  not  the  fundamental 
trouble.  The  latter  is,  I  think,  a  general  scrambling  of  the  artifacts 
and  chronological  position  of  Austin  Focus.  You  attempt  to  use  that  as  a 
sort  of  keystone  standing  in  the  center  of  Texas  and  providing  the  clues 
to  relationships  between  the  Huasteca  and  Caddoan  areas.  This  just  will 
not  work.  Austin  focus  was  never  in  existence  until  after  1600  and  prob¬ 
ably  not  a  definite  culture  as  we  know  it  until  about  1700,  then  extending 
into  historic  times.  Since  the  many  ceremonial  elements  which  you  list 
at  the  end  of  the  paper,  and  the  ceramic  problems  of  Pueblito  and  Buena 
Vista,  etc.  belong  back  around  the  end  of  Panuco  IV  and  in  V,  there  is  no 

way  of  reconciling  this  with  what  you  attempt  to  do  with  Austin  Focus. 

Perhaps  you  can  re-write  some  of  your  observations  with  that  in  mind,  and 
I  have  written  out  many  other  matters  on  the  attached  sheets. 

I  am  now  in  the  midst  of  indexing  my  monograph  and  it  is  the  god- 
damnedest  piece  of  drudgery  I  have  ever  done.  Every  line  of  the  entire 
paper  (351  pages)  has  one  or  more  items  to  index.  My  eyes  are  bad  and 
I  have  a  hell  of  a  time  keeping  after  it,  at  home  at  night  and  here  in  the 
day,  but  that's  not  all —  a  thousand  other  things  to  keep  working  on  too. 
Anyway,  I  hope  you  will  bear  with  me  for  a  while  in  case  this  letter  does 

not  sound  very  chummy —  I  just  can't  rest  now  until  that  goddamn  index  is 

done.  Maybe  three  or  four  weeks.  Margie  is  working  downtown  every  day  and 
is  too  busy  and  tirhd  to  help  very  much  on  it. 

Thanks  an  awful  lot  for  your  letter  of  Oct.  15  and  all  the  news.  Thanks 
for  the  hint  to  Orr,  and  for  the  rooming  suggestion  at  the  Christmas  meeting. 
I  haven't  decided  yet  whether  it  will  be  possible  to  go.  Margie  and  I  were 
interested  in  reading  everything  about  your  work  at  Ann  Arbor  and  hope  to 
hear  more.  She  joins  me  in  best  wishes  to  June  as  well  as  yourself.  Good 
luck  as  always.

I  have  one  copy  of  the  De  Laguna  MEMOIR  which  was  sent  to 
me  as  Editor.  I  am  setting  this  aside  for  you  but  I  thought 
I  had  better  write  you  and  find  out  just  where  you  want  it  sent. 
I  am  blessed  if  I  can  remember  whether  you  are  at  Michigan  or 
Chicago  so  I  am  addressing  this  letter  to  you  at  Michigan  which 
is  the  last  address  we  have  for  you  in  hopes  it  will  eventually 
find  you  and  you  will  let  me  know  where  you  want  the  MEMOIRS 
sent . 


I  went  up  to  Oshkosh  and  Menasha  on  Sunday  after  the  meet¬ 
ings  and  had  an  opportunity  to  examine  a  private  collection  up 
there.  Included  in  it  were  a  number  of  potsherds  some  of  which 
were  undoubtedly  proto  historic  or  historic  Winnebago.  In  addi¬ 
tion,  there  were  also  sherds  which  I  can’t  assign  to  the  proper 
focus  as  I  am  not  up  on  material  from  that  neck  of  the  woods  but 
which  appeared  to  me  to  be  so  much  like  some  of  the  material  I 
have  seen  from  the  fringes  of  the  Iroquois  area  that  I  began  to 
wonder  whether  we  could  not  perhaps  explain  Iroquois  and  Siouan 
as  outgrowths  from  the  woodland  but  with  the  later  Siouan  obvious 
ly  receiving  some  stimulus  from  the  Mississippi.  The  stuff  is 
cord  marked  and  it  is  also  incised  and  it  looks  for  all  the  world 
like  some  of  Owasco  series.  Although  there  is  no  resemblance  at 
all  to  the  later  stuff,  there  is  a  general  feeling  about  it  which 
is  not  too  far  away  from  the  early  Owasco.  I  wonder  if  this  is 
entirely  cockeyed  and  whether  perhaps  we  haven’t  got  to  consider 
Iroquois  and  Siouan  development,  particularly  the  northern  Siouan 
more  or  less  in  the  same  breath. 

I  have  a  feeling  that  much  of  this  stuff  has  been  ignored 
because  of  the  more  spectacular  material  in  the  southern  part  of 
the  State.  At  least  I  don’t  recall  much  of  it  in  print.  Perhaps 
I  am  entirely  wrong. 

As  soon  as  you  let  me  know  about  the  book,  we  will  send  it 

off.

Here  is  my  reprot  on  work  so  far,  I  finished  the  trade  sherd  exhibit, 
as  you  probably  know,  except  for  the  map.  Also  Bill  Sear  and  I  counted 
and  typed  the  pottery  and  artifacts  for  Weaver  and  then  he  photographed 
them  and  now  there  are  four  photographs  of  type  collections  for  that  site, 
I  shall  work  up  the  percentages  on  the  pottery  types  and  send  them  to  you 
soon. 

How  for  the  big  job — Mx°4  pottery.  I  finished  counting  the  sherds  and 
putting  them  down  on  the  bi£  sheet  and  then  checked  back  through  them  as 
I  put  them  away  in  the  trays,  so  they  have  been  double  checked.  Then  I 
counted  all  of  them  and  worked  out  the  percentages  as  you  suggested. 

One  Day  Dr.  Cole  came  over  and  asked  if  my  results  had  agreed  with  those 
of  Orr  so  in  order  to  give  him  an  answer  I  had  to  look  at  Orr.  I  did  not 
check  with  Orr*s  conclusions  for  Kincaid  as  a  whole,  so  I  asked  him  what 
I  should  flai  He  said  compare  the  results  with  those  obtained  for  Mxo4 
and  then  study  Kincaid  as  a  whole.

Tell  Mr’*  pulton  to  take  you  to  the 
Mud  Bridge  Site  and  the  site  we  called  the  Alex*  Cox 
Site  not  far  from  the  former ’•  There  are  several  sites 
in  the  Corpus  Christi  area  which  suggest  old  Mexico,  but 
not  Huastecan’.  These  sites  suggest  the  Big  Bend  of  Texas 
and  old  Mexico  to  the  south  thereof*  There  is,  at  San 
Angel,  below  Mexico  City,  a  site  called  Archaic  by  the 
Mexican  archaeologists,  which,  were  pottery  added  to  the 
culture  of  the  Big  Bend  Basket-maker,  would  be  identical 
therewith*  The  artifacts  found  on  certain  sites  near  Cor 
pus  and  the  crania  from  same  sites  are  verj^Like  the 
artifacts  and  crania  from  the  Big  Bend-Pecos  region'*

I  was  very  glad  to  get  the  manuscript  of  your  article  for  the  Cole 
volume.  To  he  sure,  I  have  been  so  busy  with  out-of-town  speeches  and 
other  matters  that  I  am  only  now  getting  around  to  reading  it.  I  hope 
to  do  so  next  week  and  will  return  it  as  promptly  as  possible. 

How  did  your  language  exam  turn  out?  I  was  praying  hard  for  you 
all  day  on  the  26th. 

You  will  be  pleased  to  know  that  all  the  God- damn  pottery  has  been 
analyzed  and  the  results  graphed.  I  will  present  a  part  of  the  material, 
including  the  graphs,  at  the  Milwaukee  meeting  at  which  time  I  hope  we 
can  get  together  for  a  little  gab  fest.  It  was  my  idea  that  we  present 
either  a  joint  paper  or  two  separate  contributions  on  the  subject  at 
that  occasion.  Jimmy  tells  me  that  you  are  going  to  concentrate  on  the 
Iroquois  and  that  your  paper  will  directly  follow  mine.  "I  go  to 
prepare  a  way  for  thee." 

The  Wickham  stuff  is  much  closer  to  Levanna  and  Canandaigua  than 
to  the  Castle  Creek  end  of  the  series.  In  fact  65/fe  consists  of  either 
Levanna  Cord  on  Cord  A  or  3.  I  think  the  results  that  have  emerged  will 
please  you  very  much.  In  some  respects  they  are  quite  astounding.  There 
seems  to  be  a  weak  tie-in  of  the  Jack's  Reef  (Jack's  Reef  Corded)  and 
some  of  the  early  Owasco  stuff  (Cord  on  Cord  A  and  B).  However,  there 
are  many  difficulties  which  still  must  be  overcome  in  developing  a  ceramic 
continuity  from  Point  Peninsula  to  early  Owasco. 

I  have  recently  seen  several  new  lots  of  Point  Peninsula  pottery 
from  the  Seneca  River.  We  also  collected  a  little  there  recently  on 
Bluff  Point.  I  am  trying  to  make  arrangements  to  study  another  series  of 
Kipp  Island  stuff  which  I  believe  Mr.  Ward  of  Cayuga  owns.  Altogether 
the  impression  conveyed  is  that  either  the  continuity  is  weak  or  we  still 
have  some  missing  links  to  be  found  in  the  ground.

I  received  a  letter  from  Doctor  Griffin  a  short  time 
ago  and  he  said  that  this  site  is  definitely  Middle 
Woodland.  This  site  is  just  two  or  three  miles  from 
the  town  of  Charleston.  A  few  miles  west  of  this 
village  site  are  records  of  stone  cairn  burials.  I 
have  never  seen  them  myself,  but  a  man  in  Lernapsither 
had  seen  them  or  has  been  informed  of  the  spot.  I 
talked  to  him  about  them  last  summer : and  marked  them 
up  for  a  future  date  for  observation.

Dear  Griffin: 

Please  pardon  the  delay  in  replying  to  your  letter  of  July  bth.  It  was 
forwarded  to  Great  Neck,  and  then  to  Colton,  N.Y.,  where  I  was  spending  a  few 
days.  Ritchie  made  me  a  similar  proposal  in  regard  to  the  Delaware  problem. 

I  had  to  refuse  as  I  must  now  because  I  have  completed  my  courses  at  Columbia 
for  my  Ph.D.  and  am  now  in  the  midst  of  preparing  for  the  exams  and  doing  research 
for  my  dissertation.  At  present  I  am  receiving  $90.00  per  month  subsistence  from 
the  Veterans’  Administration  and  can  live  with  my  parents  rent-free.  If  I  terminate 
the  V.A.  educational  allowance  I  will  not  be  permitted  to  renew  it. 

I  expect  to  take  my  exams  in  February  and  try  ftdyat  leas^  have  my  dissertation 
in  the  rough  by  May*  If  I  can  do  this  I  shall  be  ready  for  employment  beginning 
next  Summer.  I  had  to  turn  down  the  possibility  of  working  in  the  Missouri  Valley 
with  Wedel.  I  guess  he  is  still  waiting  for  the  red  tape  to  unwind  anyway.  If 
nothing  of  a  more  permanent  nature  is  available  Next  Summer  I  would  like  to  work 
along  the  Missouri  for  as  long  as  the  project  lasts. 

My  dissertation  will  center  upon  the  archaeology  of  Long  Island.  At  present 
I  am  working  with  the  non-ceramic  traits  from  the  siteB  I  used  in  my  ceramic 
seriation.  There  is  almost  complete  agreement  in  the  Late  or  Clasona  Point  period 
but  the  order  of  the  sites  will  have  to  be  altered  in  the  Early  or  what  I  should 
NOT  have  called  the  Grantville  Period.  (Ritchie1 s  choice  of  MThrogs  Neck”  is 
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better)  When  I  made  the  ceramic  seriation  I  had  no  alternative  but  to 
project  the  trends  found  within  the  Clasons  Point  period  back  into  the  pre- 
Castle  Creek  era*  In  so  doing  I  placed  sites  with  cord-wrepped  -stick  decora¬ 
tion  ids  predominating  at  the  bottom.  How  I  find  that  if  I  follow  the  trends 
in  Ritchies  chronological  arrangement  that  dentate  stamping  is  earlier  and  that 
cordmarked  interiors  are  diagnostic  of  the  earliest  known  New  York  pottery* 

My  original  seriation  ran  as  follows  in  the  Earlys  (Chronological  order) 
Grantville,  Wilkins,  North  Beach,  Matinecock  Point,  N°w  it  goes  like  this: 

North  Beach,  Matinecock  Point,  Grantville,  Wilkins.  (I  may  have  to  change 
the  Grantville  site  again  after  more  study.  It  may  be  a  mixed  collection  because 
of  faulty  excavation  technique  by  the  collector.) 

While  in  the  Army  at  Greensboro  a  fellow  GI  became  interested  in 
Archeology  to  the  extent  of  buying  a  copy  of  Ritchifts  compendium  and  inviting 
my  up  to  his  home  along  the  Cnemung  River  to  look  at  sites.  Since  then  he  has 
been  reporting  sites  to  Ritchie  regularly.  I  suggested  that  he  write  to  you 
so  he  could  get  your  paper  on  the  origin  of  the  Iroquois.  After  the  recent  flood 
in  the  Chemung  Valley  he  found  an  eroded  Iroquois  burial  site.  Ritchie  had  his 
assistant  come  down  and  my  friend  Wheeler  help  him  take  the  skeletons  out.  Thyy 
found  good  evidence  of  burning  at  the  stake,  -H  •  \  ostj/V’Y*) 

You  asked  if  Paul  Cooper  would  be  interested  in  the  fellowship.  I  will 
probably  see  him  Monday  and  will  ask  him.  I  know  he  is  waiting  for  word  on  the 
Missouri  Valley  digging  right  now.  He  has  completed  his  exams  and  is  working  on 
his  dissertation. 

I  am  glad  to  hear  that  Moss  came  out  of  it  O.K.  I  wrote  to  him  long  ago 
but  received  no  reply.  Ralph~Sol6cki  whim  you  met  in  Nebraska  is  awaiting  the 
word  from  Wedel.  He  wants  to  work  a  while  before  starting  graduate  work.

Dear  Jimmy: 

I  have  purposefully  delayed  my  reply  to  your  letter  so  that  I  could  give 

of 

the  matter  enough  thought.  The  possibility^an  opening  at  the  Museum  when  the 
school  year  is  over  makes  your  proposition  more  attractive,  I  think  tjbeother 
obstacles  which  x  shall  enumerate  still  make  it  inadvisable  for  me  to  accept 
your  offer, 

I  have  been  collecting  material  and  excavating  sites  on  Long  Island  since 
I  was  17  —  back  in  1932,  Graduate  studies  and  field  work  in  other  parts  of 
the  country  kept  me  away  from  it.  The  interlude  of  war  work  and  military  service 
gave  me  a  chance  to  plan  for  the  future,  I  decided  that  my  future  success  would 
depend  upon  getting  my  degree  in  as  short  a  time  as  possible  after  getting  out 
of  the  Army,  I  also  decided  that  the  archaeology  of  Long  Island  should  be  re¬ 
hashed  and  the  new  data  should  be  published.  There  is  only  one  other  person 
who  is  sufficiently  interested  to  do  the  job.  He  is  Ralph  Solecki,  Ralph  plans 

on  getting  a  field  job  and  working  for  a  while  before  doing  any  graduate  work 
so  it  would  be  years  before  he  could  take  over  the  problem.  Even  then  he  may 
end  up  in  another  part  of  the  country  and  take  something  else  for  his  dissertation. 
You  may  have  thought  that  I  expected  to  use  material  at  the  American  Museum  and 
Heye  Foundation  as  a  sole  source  of  information.  This  source  will  be  used,  but 
I  have  a  very  diversified  collection  at  home  now.  It  is  made  up  of  my  own  material 


other  collectors.  Three  different  cataloging  systems  are 


and  that 


involved  and  two  systems  involve  references  in  notebooks  which  require  constant 
conferences  with  the  note  takers.  This  collection  now  reposes  in  my  cellar. 

It  is  contained  in  cigar  boxes,  candy  boxes,  golf  ball  boxes,  and  paper  bags. 
This  makes  filing  very  difficult. 


You  can  see  that  it  would  be  impossible  for  me  to  complete  the  analysis 
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before  going  to  Ann  Arbor.  It  would  also  be  impossible  to  get  the  collection 
organized  and  ship  it  to  Ann  Arbor  for  study.  It  would  cost  too  much  to  pack 
and  ship.  I  had  to  make  four  trips  with  the  back  seat  and  trunk  of  a  car  loaded 
to  get  the  specimens.*;  home. 

If  I  did  have  the  material  shipped  to  Ann  Arbor  I  don't  see  how  I  could 
do  justice  to  three  projects?  work  on  the  Delaware  problem.  Long  Island  problem 
and  study  for  my  exams.  I  do  not  think  I  should  give  up  working  on  the  Long 
Island  material.  It  requires  someone  who  grew  up  with  the  cataloging  system, 
for  one  thing.  I  don't  know  when  anyone  else  would  do  the  work.  If  I  stay 
here  I  can  study  at  Columbia  during  the  day  and  sort  specimens  in  the  evening 
and  on  weekends. 

I  am, naturally,  very  pleased  that  you  should  consider  me  for  the  possible 
opening  next  year  but  I  ask  you,  "What  can  I  do  but  refuse?”  I  can  only  gamble 
on  an  opening  f$r  me  when  I  get  rid  of  my  exams  and  have  my  thesis  roughed  out. 

I  think  I  should  have  a  conference  with  Strong  when  he  comes  back  from  Peru. 

Yfhen  I  saw  him  last  he  advised  me  to  get  my  exams  out  of  the  way  as  soon  as  possible 
but  made  no  promises  as  to  the  future. 

I  do  not  have  a  copy  of  the  Adena  report  but  I  read  the  review  in  Antiquity 
and  noted  the  prevalence  of  plain  sherds.  This  checkswith  my  realignment  of 
the  Long  Island  sites.  Apparently  plain  sherds  were  quite  common  in  the  early 
ceramic  horizon  but  t;hey  almost  disappear  under  Owasco  influence.  With  Iroquois 
influence  they  come  in  stronger  than  ever  and  cormark  suffers  accordingly.  I  find 
thac  I  have  to  disregard  shell  temper  as  a  time  indicator  unless  it  occurs  in 
overwhelmingly  large  quantities.  I  found  some  VINETTE  TYPE  1  interior  cord  marked 
sherds  with  shell  temper.  The  rims  are  straight  with  flattened  lips.  This  leads 
me  to  beli*we  that  there  was  an  independent  invention  of  the  use  of  shell  temper 
on  Long  Island  and  in  the  adjacent  Bronx  and  Westchester  area*  The  early  shell 
temper  does  not  exceed  about  o%  in  any  site  I  have  studied  thus  far.  The  presence 
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of  shell  temper  in  the  early  horizon  recalls  shell  temper  in  the  Woodland  sherds 

that  Champ#,  describes  in  his  doctoral  dissertation  on  the  Ash  Hollow  Cave  in 

(Skell) 

Nebraska.  The  interpolated  tree  ring  date  is  1000  A.D.  He  regards  it^as  accidental. 
I  know  of  no  shell  temper  in  the  intervening  area  at,  or  near  that  time  level. 

I  em  enclosing  an  outline  of  Long  Island  ce^fr\g)ic  history  which  should  be 
studied  in  connection  with  my  "Clues  to  the  Chronology...."  paper.  Re^emher  that 
sites  1  and  2  take  the  places  of  3  and  4  and  vice  versa. 

Thanks  for  considering  me  for  work  at  the  Museum.  I  appreciate  your 
interest  in  me.  if  you  come  to  New  York  this  winter  I  would  like  to  show  you 
my  material.

Dear  Mr . Iv  acNeish: 

I  have  been  more  or  less  waiting  for  a  lette 
from  you  for  some  time.  Gordon  Ekholm  told  me  of  your 
plane  last  summer.  However,  I  was  surprised  to  find  that 
you  had  already  been  and  come  back!  At  the  end  of  this 
letter,  I  shall  ask  YOU  a  few  questions  in  regard  to  the 
living  conditions  down  there  now. 

As  for  my  materials  from  Coahuila:  they 
are  probably  in  worse  shape  for  study  than  yours  are  right 
now! !  We  quit  digging  in  June  1941,  I  quit  studying  the 

material  about  April  1942 . and  haven't  been  back  since. 

However,  I  have  some  line  on  what's  what  and  will  try  to 
give  you  some  idea. 

Before  starting  however,  I  may  say  tnat  if 
you  were  working  on  the  coast  I  should  be  very  surprised.... 
but  not  a  little  pleased,  if  there  were  any  real  solid 
tie-ups.  Contrary  to  your  informants,  I  have  not  myself 
worked  in  Tamaulipas,  so  I'm  probably  taking  a  little 
liberty  when  I  make  any  statements  about  Tamps,  archae- 
ology  and  what  may  or  may  not  be  found  there! 

The  sites  I  have  been  working  in  Coah.  are 
caves  and  shelters  producing  dry,  fiber  materials  as  well  as 
the  normal  run  of  'hard  loot*.  To  date  in  workin  -  since 
1937  in  pretty  near  all  of  the  desert  country  north  of  the 
Monclova-Sierra  Mo  j ad a  railway,  I  have  found  a  matter  of 
less  than  100  sherds.  Most  of  these,  inf  act,  come  from 
two  pots.  The  types,  as  far  as  I  have  been  able  to  get 
comparative  stuff,  tie  with  the  ElPaso  region,  two  t  pes 
definitely  being  El  Paso  Polychrome  and  a  Mogollon- like 
type  similar  to  one  found  by  Lehmer  and  Mera  around  Hope, 

New  Mexico.  There  are  also  some  types ( consi st in  of  one 
or  two  Sierds)  somewhat  like  the  stuff  at  La  Junta...  mere 
the  Conchos  comes  into  the  Rio  Grande.  So  pottery  seems 
not  to  go  your  way.... and  really  is  not  of  much  importance 
culturally  in  Coah.  I  forgot  to  mention  that  no  sherds 
have  been  found  in  situ. ...only  on  the  surface  and  on  sites 
which  are  not  real  caves,  merely  shelters.  Although  Mera 
dates  the  Hope  stuff  at  around  1200,  the  pottery  in  Coah, 
iip  to  that  time  had  been  considered  the  very  latest  stuff 
we  had,  representing  the  latest  occupation  pos  ibly  by 
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MacNeish, 7/2/46.  ....  .2. 

Apache,  migrant  Conchos,  etc.  Right  nov,  I  »m  a  bit  fussed 
over  the  date  and  have  not  yet  oriented  myself  to  such  an 
early  one  for  what  was  our  latest  stuff.  I  think  some¬ 
thing  is  screwy. . .probably  the  result  of  so  little  work 
and  so  few  sherds  not  in  situ,  kaybe  some  day  I'll  get 
it*.. until  tnen,I'm  not  talking  except  between  us  girls. 

So  far  I  have  covered  much  of  the  desert 
country  west  of  the  mountains,  i.e.,in  the  so-called 
Chihuahua  basin  or  plateau  or  desert,  and  north  of  the 
railway  from  Monclova  to  Sierra  Mojada.  This,  of  course, 
in  survey .... .from  1937  to  1941.  he  have  dug  two  cavt  s 
in  what  might  be  called  a  thorough  manner:  one  completely 
and  half -plus- of  another  very  large  one (enough  to  give  us 
a  sample  big  enough  to  warrent  generalizations),  be  have 
cleaned  out  one  shelter  which  was  moist,  looking  for  stone 
stratigraphy;  started  on  another  c  ve  which  was  abandoned 
after  a  demonstration  of  what  a  sterile  cave  really  is;  and 
dug  burials  out  of  the  small  niches  in  the  cliffs  where 

the  old  boys  were  put  away . about  10  or  12  of  these  I 

believe.  Pictographs,  historic  with  horses  and  padres, 
and  geometric  in  red  and  yellow  of (I  think)  pre-white 
days.  No  anthropomorphic  pictographs  in  the  latter,  nor 
any  representational  ones ... .geometric .  One  batch  of  picto¬ 
graphs  with  black  and  white  seem  to  be  foreign. . .and  if  I 
remember  cor  ectly  could  be  a  emonstrated  to  be  superimposed 
on  some  redand  yellow  ones... don't  quote  me! 

No  mescal  pits  or  hearths  or  ovens  or  whatever 
you  want  to  call  them  around  the  south. . .near  Cu&tro  Cienega 
These  are  f  ound,  by  me,  only  in  the  northwest.  Plenty  of 
fire-rock  and  mescal  pits  in  caves ( specifically  the  one  big 
cave),  out  not  in  open.  Mortar  holes  in  rocks  at  points 
where  canyons  debouch  onto  flat  or  pediment  slope ...  again 
more  in  north,  but  this  may  be  sampling  error. 

Nothing  to  date  in  buried,  sites  along  arroyos, 
although  this  evidence  is  from  only  cursory  search  in  these 
spots . 

Nothing  is  the  way  of  structures  found  yet. 

The  presence  of  the  high-altitude  snail,  elk 
bones,  bones  of  yellow  porcupine  and  some  floral  evidence 
point  to  a  wetter  climate  when  the  bottom  deposits  in  the 
big  cave  were  laid.  This  is  in  addition  to  the  fact  that 
there  is  no  water  within  as  much  as  live  miles  of  either 
cave  today. 

Occupation  of  caves  seems  to  have  been  inter¬ 
mittent  and  the  population  density  small .... .m.  ny  fine 
caves  used  only  by  bats  and  only  th^/ery  best  caves  In  the 
most  accessible ( to  the  flats)  locations  used  by  man.

Much  of  the  material  goes  from  bottom  to  top, 
but  there  is  a  definite  restriction  of  certain  forms  to  the 
bottom  50  cma.

Thanks  for  your  letter  of  recent  date.  Your  having  neglected  to  mention  exactly 
wnat  date  saves  me  the  embarrassment  of  knowing  exactly  how  long  it  has  taken  me  to 
get  around  and  answer  you..  Flu  shots  which  took  and  preenrollment  of  students  and 
things  like  that  have  contributed  but  my  whole  alibi  would  not  cover  the  whole  delay. 

I  knew  we  would  have  a  comment  from  your  sector  as  to  the  ceramic  depository  of 
the  Caddo  area.  The  name  is  not  mine,  but  an  invention  of  Dr.  Stovall's.  Actually, 
however,  it  is  O.K.  according  to  the  dictionary,  although  I  will  admit  that  practice# 
and  such  a  distinguished  precedent  as  the  Michigan  one  should  probably  swing  us  in 
the  direction  you  recommend.  Thanks  very  much  for  your  detailed  description  of 
catalogue  procedure  and  cross-cataloging  of  material.  We  shall  certainly  take  this 
to  heart  to  put  into  effect  these  procedures  just  as  soon  as  we  start  operating.  We 
seem  to  be  in  line  for  a  pretty  good  building  on  the  so-called  "Soutn  Base"  which  has 
just  been  turned  over  to  the  University  by  the  ^avy,  and  this  should  bring  us  a  lot 
nearer  the  realization  of  the  goal. 

Things  are  going  along  fairly  well  in  general.  Dr.  Stovall,  as  you  probably  know, 
has  been  in  bed  for  sometime  with  heart  trouble  but  seems  to  feel  pretty  good  in 
general  and  may  yet  establish  a  record  for  quick  recovery  for  that  type  of  ailment. 

The  dam  proposition  is  currently  dormant  since  the  government  is  temporarily 
at  least,  holding  back  on  the  funds.  Whether  that  becomes  a  permanent  decision  and 
the  dams  are  never  built  is  something  my  crystal  ball  has  not  so  far  revealed.

I  suppose  you  are  looking  forward 
expectantly  to  the  Christmas  meetings  and  to  dropping  another  bomb  shell  that  will 
cause  quite  a  flurry  among  the  more  hen-like  characters  of  archaeology.  I  wish  we 
could  be  there  to  see  the  doings,  but  it  looks  as  if  we  will  be  spending  yuletide  in 
Norman  this  year  and  will  have  to  depend  on  reports  from  kind  friends  and  benefactors 
for  our  information  as  to  the  latest  in  anthropology.

We  are  going  to  have  a  try  in  the  near  future  at 
adding  an  archaeologist  to  the  Deoartment.  The  final  decision 
as  to  "if"  and  "who”  will,  of  course,  rest  with  the  administration. 
The  requirements  would  be,  as  nearly  as  I  can  figure  it  now,  for 
a  man  primarily  in  archaeology,  with  a  second  in  physical  anthro¬ 
pology.  He  would  probably  teach  a  full  program  at  least  one  semester 
a  year,  if  not  both,  and  would  be  responsible  for  directing  and 
organizing  archaeological  research  here,  both  field  and  laboratory, 
the  amount  of  time  he  could  devote  to  this  depending,  of  course, 
on  his  teaching  load.  Besides  the  standard  archaeological  courses, 

N.  A.,  Old  World  Prehistory,  arch,  tedhniques  and  analysis,  and 
perhaps  some  museology,  there  would  be  about  two  courses  in  physical, 
evolution  and  raclation,  and  anthropometry.  If  we  are  to  get  anvbodv 
this  vear,  ire  should  nrobablv  be  able  to  put  in  the  summer  for  us 
in  the  field,  starting  about  July,  probably  engaging  in  river  valley 
work  in  the  eastern  part  of  the  state. 

I  have  not  corresponded  with  you  for  some  time  and  hende 
do  not  know  how  such  a  possibility  might  fit  with  your  plans,  but 
I  am  enclosing  the  standard  application  blank  in  case  you  are 


able  to  consider  the  chance  and  are  interested.  If  you  are,  would 
you  send  back  the  blank  duly  filled  in,  and  perhaps  also  a  letter 
or  accompanying  sheet  elaborating  on  any  points  which  should  be 
more  detailed?  Also,  you  might,  if  you  are  interested,  write  to 
the  four  references  you  axw  give  requesting  them  to  write  us 
directly  about  you Actually,  I  imagine  that  I  could  tell  the 
cowers -that -be  most  of  what  thev  feel  they  need  to  know  about  you, 
but  you  know  probably  what  red  tape  there  is  connected  with  these 
things.  .  ,  .

My  dear  Mr.  MacNeish: 

I  was  indeed  pleased  to  receive  your  letter  of  May  16th.  I  am 
today  transmitting  recommendation  to  the  College  of  Arts  and  Sciences 
for  your  appointment  for  a  period  of  two  months  covering  the  period 
June  15th  to  August  15th,  at  a  salary  of  $350.  per  month.  As  soon  as 
I  have  official  approval  of  this  recommendation  I  will  write  you. 

Haag  must  be  in  Bloomington  on  June  15th.  He  also  has  to  be  in  Ann 
Arbor  for  his  degree  on  June  12th.  I  wish  very  much  that  it  were  possible 
for  him  to  get  with  you  for  at  least  a  day  at  the  Basin  before  he  leaves.

Right 
new  I  am  working  to  this  end,  to  have  set  aside  one  of  the  old  farmhouses
